A get-together dinner was held

A goodly number of in- 
dividual class rooms will make 
easier the teaching work of the 
v>urcL. A choir room and pastor's 
study are also provided.

PREVENTION HERE 



Chiefs Propose Ordinance to 

Remedy Hazards in 

Building. 

WANT CENTRAL ALARM 



Suggestion that Lower Merion 
adopt a building ordinance outlaw- 
ing fire hazards, and that a central 
fire alarm system be installed foT 
Lower. Merion and Narberth, were 
made at a meeting of Lower Mer- 
ion and Narberth fire chiefs last 
Wednesday in the Ardmore Fire 
House. 

The ])roi)osed township ordi- 
nance would give fire company ex- 
evutives ])ower to remedy fire haz- 
ards which at present must be re- 
ferred to the State authorities at 
Harrisbnrg, it is claimed. At pres- 
ent a 60-day delay is encountered by 
the fire chiefs, they assert, when 
they object to construction of non- 
fireproof buildings and to dumping 
of inflammable materials. 

The ordinance, whose practica- 
bility has already been investi- 
ated and api)roved by the chiefs, 
was forwarded to the townshi]) 
com miss 'on for actic»n. 

Installatioi of a central fire 
alarm system also was discussed. 
but no action was taken. At ])res- 
sent calls are made to any fire 
com])any decided upon by panic- 
stricken individuals who observe 
fires; and the result is that fre- 
(|uently two or three companies 
respond to alarms sent in for one 
small blaze. To i)revent need- 
'css inconvenience for the \*olun- 
tecr fire com])anies it is proposed 
that some central ])oint such as the 
township building at Ardmore be 
designated to receive a 1 1 fire 
alarms, and to summon such com- 
l)any as is nearest to the scene of 
the blaze: no other company to 
go to its assistance until a call for 
it is issued to the central oper- 
ator by the chief of the company 
already on duty.

Printed below are some of the more 
important rules prepared by the Na- 
tional Committee of the D. A. R. in 
regard to the display of the flag as well 
a* 'some cautions in regard to its 
use: 
Proper Manner of Displaying the Flag. 

There are certain fundamental rules 
of heraldry which, if understxxid general- 
ly, would indicate the proper method of 
displaying the Flag. The matter becomes 
a very simple one If it Is kept in mind 
that the National Flag represents the 
1. The Flag should be displayed only 
from sunrise to sunset, or between such 
hours as may be designated by proper 
authority. It should be displayed on 
National and State holidays, and historic 
and special occasions. The Flag should 
always be hoisted briskly and lowered 
slowly and ceremoniously.

4. When a number of flags of States 
or cities or pennants of societies are 
grouped and displayed from staffs with 
the Flag of the United States of Ameri- 
ca, the latter should be at the center or 
at the highest point of the group, 

5. When flags of two or more nations 
are displayed they should be flown from 
separate staffs of the same height and 
the flags should be of approximately 
equal size. (International usage forbids 
the display of the flag of one nation 
above that of another nation In time of 
peace.) 

6. When the flag is displayed from a 
staff projecting horizontally or at an 
angle from the window sill, balcony or 
front of building, the union of the Flag 
should go clear to the peak of the staff 
unless the Flag is at half-staff. (When 
the Flag is suspended over a sidewalk 
from a rope, extending from a house td 
a pole at the edge of the sidewalk, the 
Flag should be hoisted out from the 
building towards the pole, union first.) 
When displayed in a window it should 
be displayed the same way, that Is, with 
the union or blue field to the left of 
the observer in the street. W^ien fes- 
toons, rosettes or draplngs of blue, white 
and red are desired, bunting should be 
used, but never the Flag. 

7. When the Flag is displayed over 
the middle of the street, as between 
buUd'ngs, the Flag should be suspended 
vertically with the union to the north 
In an east and west street or to the east 
In a north and south street. 

8. When used on a speaker's platform, 
the Flag. If displayed flat, should be dis- 
played above and behind the speaker. 

9. When the Flag is In such condition 
that it Is no longer a fitting emblem for 
display, it should not be cast aside or 
used in any way that might be viewed as 
disrespect to the National colors, but 
should be destroyed as a whole, privately, 
preferably by burning or by some other 
method in harmony with the reverence 
and respect we owe to the emblem rep- 
resenting omr country. 

CAUTIONS 

1. Do not permit disrespect to be 
shown fo the Flag of the United States 
of America. 

2. Do not dip the Flag of the United 
States of America to any person or any 
thing. The regimental color. State flag, 
organization or institutional flag will 
render this honor. 

3. Do not display the Flag with the 
union down except as a signal of dis- 
tress. 

4. Do not place any other flag or 
pennant above or. If on the same level, 
to the right of the Flag of the United 
States of America, 

6, Do not let the Flag touch the 
round or the floor, or trail In the water

7. Do not use the Flag as drapery in 
any form whatever.

Highway Report 

A borough garage man, according 
to the lecommendation of the High- 
way Committee of Council, may now 
install a gas stand-pipe in front of his 
property on Essex avenue ; and the 
question of a faulty pipe line between 
Sabine und Price avenues is referred 
to the Board of Health. Other 
routine matters are considered in the 
complete report which follows, as read 
at the November meeting of Council 
last Tuesday night: 

Report of Highway and Sewer 
Committee. 

Having ascertained from the office 
of the Borough Solicitor that there are 
no legal obstacles, we recommend that 
Mr. Charles E. Funk be notified that 
there is no objection on the part of 
Council to the placing of the gasoline 
stand-pipe in front of his garage on 
lower Essex avenue, out at the curb 
line, but that if he decided to make 
such a change it must be with the 
assumption by himself of all liabilities 
connectod therewith. 

We recommend the purchase at not 
more than $1:25 of an all-enclosed 
driver's cab for installation on cfur 
5-ton Autocar truck in place of the 
present open cab which is badly in 
need of repairs. 

We recommend that this committee 
be authorized to direct the attention of 
the Board of Health to the hazardous 
condition which is developing in con- 
nection with the faulty pipe-line which 
conveys the brook water across private 
property between Sabine and Price 
avenues, near the proposed extension 
of Conway avenue, and to urge the 
Board of Health, if it seems to them to 
be wise, to exercise their broad powers 
of compulsion in order that permanent 
relief may be obtained for innocent 
owners of adjacent property. This 
recommendation is based upon com- 
plaints, both oral and written, which 
have been received by members of 
Council. _

The Last Call 

One more week remains in which 
to enroll in tha American Red Cross 
whoLe annual membership drive is now 
unde.way. Without funds the Red 
Cross would be helpless to cope with 
the great disasters at which it has ren- 
dered such able assistance during the 
past year. Its work is made possible 
tn.ougn the generosity of a vast num- 
ber of American citizens.

Money in the Purse 

It is consoling to think that the 
borough of Narberth is being adminis- 
tered in such an efficient and business- 
like fashion that a further reduction of 
the tax rate will in all probability take 
place. The budget must be passed at 
the next two meetings of Council, and 
that this will be the case is likely from 
its favorable reception at the Novem- 
ber meeting. 

Last January a cut of four mills was 
made in the borough tax rate, which 
chopped about $10 off the average 
ci..zen's tax bill. This year, due to 
careful management, the paying off of 
the floating debt, and a surplus still 
available from the street paving bond 
issue, a further cut of one mill is about 
t, be effected. 

A more heedless borough govern- 
ixient might have argued in this 
fashion: "we are in pretty good shape 
financially now it is true, but new ex- 
penses may crop up next year which 
v^rould make a higher tax rate neces- 
sary, so instead of lowering it this year 
and raising it next we will keep it the 
same and thus be prepared for any 
unforeseen contingencies." This line of 
leasoning avoids responsibility for 
present conditions. Instead of basing 
their actions on an unpredictable fu- 
ture, the borough fathers feel it is 
their duty to save the taxpayers money 
when they can conscientiously do so. 
Therefore the rate will be reduced to 
10 mills with the passing of the 1929 
budget, and taxpayers may well re- 
joice that they are represented by men 
who are conscientious, able and rea 
sonable.

It took only a few long heaves by

DEDICATION SUNDAY 

Impressive Ceremonies to Be 

Held at Rosement 

College. 

INSTITUTION GROWING 



Good Counsel Hall, the latest 
unit to be added to the Rosemont 
College buildings, will be dedi- 
cated Sunday afternoon at 4 
o'clock with impressive cere- 
monies. Solemn benediction of 
:he most blessed sacrament will be 
pronounced by His Eminence, 
Dennis Cardinal Dougherty, and 
•he Rev. Fulton J. Sheen, PhD., 
S. T. D., of the Catholic Univers- 
'ty of America, will deliver the 
sermon of dedication . 

The attendants to His Emin- 
ence will be the Reverends James 
H. Grifiin, C. S. A., and John A. 
-parrow, C. S. A. A dinner will 
l-.e held in the main building on 
the campus after the exercises. 

I'he new hall is a splendid ex- 
ample of the collegiate Gothic 
style approi)riate ft)r this type of 
building. The building is ap- 
jjroximately 132 feet long and 72 
leet deep from front to back, and 
is three stories high. It is of 
modern fireproof construction, 
consisting of reinforced concrete 
and steel. The exterior walls are 
of Foxcroft stone with carved and 
moulded* trimmings of Indiana 
limestone in gray tones to match, 
Xumerous gables, buttresses, 
overhanging bays and steel case- 
ment sash give the building that 
interesting, picturesque appear- 
ance so typical of Gothic struc- 
ture. The roof is covered with 
slate of a shade of green to har- 
monize with the rest of the build- 
ing. 

Good Counsel Hall will be 
ready for occupancy early in De- 
cember. It provides space for the 
dean's office, a lecture hall, 11 
classrooms and two laboratories. 

Rosemont College, of the Holy 
Child Jesus, was founded by the 
Religious of the Society of the 
Holy Child Jesus and was incor- 
porated in 1922. Its charter em- 
powers it to grout degrees in arts, 
science and letters. The college 
seeks to provide facilities for the 
highest education of Catholic 
women. 

College Grows Rapidly. 

In 1932, Sinnott Ilome was tbo only 
building on the campus and scvt'ii girK- 
comprised the student I)ody. In the 
last six years the Cornelius Connelly 
dormitories, the Gertrude Kistler lib- 
rary and a temporary gymnasiinu have 
been added, while there are now 110 
students enrolled at the college. 

At present l") States are represented 
by the student body. viz. ; Pennsyl- 
vania, New York, New Jerse^*, Michi- 
gan, Ohio, Oklahoma, Wyoming, Ore- 
gon, Alaine. Connecticut, Massachu- 
setts, Maryland. Illinois, Montana and 
Indiana, covering the United States 
from coast to coast. 

There were two studeiUs graduated 
from Rosemont College in 1923; eight 
in 1024. 14 in 1925, seven in 192G and 
1 1 last year.

Pennsylvania at its general elec- 
tion last week approved amend- 
ment 14 to the State Constitution 
which will permit the city of 
Pittsburgh to take steps annexing 
the whole of Allegheny county as 
soon as proper legislation is 
passed. This will mean that scores 
of adjacent townships and bor- 
oughs will lose their independence 
and be merged with the rest of 
Allegheny into one vast city. 

While the amendment applied 
only to Pittsburgh and the county 
in which it is located, Lower Mer- 
ion political leaders, alive to the 
full import of the bill, urged its 
defeat on grounds that precedent 
might be set for a similar grab by 
Philadelphia of the enormously 
wealthy Main Line section, and 
other rich suburbs at which heavily 
bonded, highly indebted Philadel- 
phia has long been casting cove- 
tous eyes. Some heed was paid to 
this warning in the township, but 
only sufficient to bring about the 
defeat of the amendment here by a 
scant margin of 3S votes. In Nar- 
berth no heed whatsoever was paid 
to the alarm and the amendment 
was approved overwhelmingly by 
a vote of 647 to 310. 

Perhaps voters here believed 
that the cry against the Pittsburgh 
amendment was far fetched or the 
danger imaginary. In that case 
they now know differently after 
giving eye and ear to expressions 
of chagrin and disappointment 
coming from annexation-hungry 
Philadelphia commercial organi- 
zations, and the news organs which 
support them. Already these be- 
moan the fact that they lacked the 
forethought to provide an amend- 
ment for the annexation of sub- 
urbs here, and speak of Pittsburgh 
as having stolen a march and 
"slipped one over quietly." 

Perhaps, on the other hand, 
home owner and voters in the town- 
ship see no need for alarm at city 
nnexation or welcome the idea. In 
that case it might be well to con- 
sider what they have gotten and 
are getting from Lower Merion 
under its present governmental 
form, and what they may expect 
in exchange from the city. 

Lower Merion township now 
has sucii a low bonded indebted- 
ness that it is almost negligible. 
It has a school system that is one 
of the best in the State; it has a 
police department that is as effi- 
cient, gives as much j^rotection as 
that of the city, certainly is more 
courteous and decidedly has none 
of the stench attached to it that has 
developed about the city depart- 
ment. 

It has a fire department com- 
posed of volunteer until which, 
while it has not yet perhaps been 
able to bring fire insurance rates 
to their lowest possible levels in 
all parts of the township, is still 
rendering adequate protection and 
is adding to efficiency in equipment 
as rapidly as growth of the town- 
ship makes that feasible. 
It has a governing body which puts 
46 per cent, of the township tax it 
collects back into highway and street 
improvements with the result that 
Lower Merion has one of the best 
paved highway systems in the sub- 
urbs. Not one of its main arteries is 
in the stage of disrepair that may be 
noted on either Market or Chestnut 
streets. 

All of this has been gained for 
Lower Merion residents at a total 
township, school and county tax rate 
of 30 mills, or three dollars on every 
assessed $100. Compared to the Phila- 
delphia rate of $1.95 per $100, that 
at first glance seems high, but there 
are differences in assessing which not 
only nullify this, but throw a large 
balance in favor of the Lower Merion 
taxpayer. 

For instance, at the present time, a 
person owning a $10,000 home in the 
city is billed for a tax of approxi- 
mately $165, while one with the same 
holdings here is asked for a tax of 
only about $99. Thus, if the township 
were to be annexed, it would mean a 
jump of about 60 per cent, in the tax 
bill of practically every property 
owner in Lower Merion. 

Another direction in which there 
would be a sting, though an indirect 
one, lies in the difference between the 
financial rating of the two communi- 
ties. Lower Merion's bonded debt is 
practically nil, while that of Philadel- 
phia is large. A share of the town- 
ship resident's tax which now goes to 
other purposes, would be used for 
payment of this overwhelming debt, 
no part of which will have been in- 
curred for the benefit of the annexed 
citizen. 

Combined with these disadvantages, 
there is skepticism that Lower Merion 
would receive as much for its money 
as it does now. It is foolish, for one 
example, to believe that it would get 
anywhere near as high an amount of 
its taxes back for road development in 
its immediate section as it does now. 
It would be lucky indeed were it to 
have as much as 10 per cent, returned, 
while the other 36 per cent, went to 
boulevard and civic beauty projects 
miles removed — or perhaps to wharf 
and transportation developments in 
South Philadelphia. 

With everything else, there would 
also be a loss of political prestige and 
influence to Lower Merion. The 
township would become c part of a 
large governmental organization 
which because of its very size and 
remoteness could not and would not 



react as quickly to district appeals and 
needs as the present small township 
commission which is closer to the 
people of its section, and interested in 
them only. There is also question 
whether Lower Merion would not have 
much to lose in the calibre of its pub- 
lic servants by such a change. It now 
has on its school, health and town- 
boards executives and profes- 



uations and in mercantile and count- 
less other taxes. 

No Real Danger Yet. 

At the present time there is no real 
danger of annexation by Philadelphia. 
In the first place an amendment simi- 
lar to the Pittsburgh one would have 
to be passed. Then there must be 
enabHng action by the State Legisla- 
ture and following that, unless a few 
jokers were run in somewhere. Lower 
Merion and each district involved 
would have to approve by majority 
vote of its own electorate. 

Even these difficulties, complicated

The Toxin-Antitoxin and Schick 
1V&:s will be given to pupils in the 
Narberth schools on successive Tues- 
days, beginning Tuesday, November 
:i7. Parents who desire these tests to 
be administered to their children will 
please notify the teachers. The fee 
for either test is 25 cents. Dr. George 
A. Sloan will be in charge a> in former 
I ears. 

The following information is issued 
by the Bureau of Child Health: 

DIPHTHERIA is the most deadly 
of the diseases of childhood. Five 
years ago, it was attacking from 14,000 
to 20,000 children each year in Penn- 
sylvania and was killing from 1400 to 
SOOO children each year. 

It is present at all seasons. It at- 
tacks all classes. Both the number of 
cases and the number of deaths have 
Leen reduced by 50 per cent, in five 
years. 

The early attention of the physician, 
the proper observation of quarantine 
laws, and careful application of rules 
of hygiene will still further reduce 
both these figures. 

Every child sufifering from a sore 
throat should be suspected of having 
DIPHTHERIA and a doctor should 
ijc called at once. 

Prevent your child from spreading 
lire disease and demand the same care 
on the part of your neighbor.
